Taxpayer Davids get new 


stones to pelt IRS Goliath

• WASHINGTON — A “taxpayer bill of 
rights” moving through Congress would give 
Americans newweaponsin their battles with 
' the Internal Revenue Service, but the agency 
everyone loves to-hatc, would remain a' 
mighty Goliath to the taxpayer’s David. 

Accountants!. analysts and other. experts on 
tax , eoforcementpraised the bipartisan i.bjlJ 
Wednesday as a step'ln the right direction jn 
ensuring individual taxpayers don't get over- 
whelmed by the IRS’s 115,000-person:bu- 
reaucracy.

The bill, written by the House Ways;and 
Means oversight subcommittee under Rep. 
Nancy Johnson, R-Cgnn., is tucked into a 
much larger tax measure approved Tuesday 
by the full committee. In turn, it will be fold- 
ed into piassive tax- and spcnding-cut legis- 
lation going to the House floor next month. 

“It will have a big impact,” Johnson said. 
‘There are a whole scries of fixes to prevent 
ihtr'taxpayerfrom iaking the hit for buifeaiii 
cratic failures and rigid glitches in the law.” 
Among its 40 provisions arc those: 

• Raising the current $100,000 ceiling on 
civil suits against the IRS for reckless eoTlec- 


tion actions to $1 million. 

• Making it easier to recover atiomey'fccs 
when IRS actions are unjustified and raising 
the limit on fees from S75 an hour to $1 10 
an hour. 

• Waiving interest charged taxpayers 
when a delay in resolving a dispute is the 
IRS' fault. That’s allowed currently but the 
rules are written so tightly that few delays 
ore deemed the agency’s fault. 

'• Reimbuising taxpayers up to $3,000 for 
expenses if they’re randomly selected for 
one of the exhaustive research audits the IRS 
conducts to help fine-tune its enforcement 
. system. 

• Making the IRS, not the taxpayer, re- - 
sponsible for verifying information returns 
such as W-2 and 1099 forms submitted by' 
employers, mortgage lenders and interest 
and dividend payers. Filers of information 
returns would be required to provide a tele- 
phone number for taxpayer questions. 

The IRS didn’t quarrel with most of the 
changes, although it did argue that raising 
the ceiling on civil suits would encourage 
lawsuits and disproportionately bcncltt . 
wealthy taxpayers.

He had been convicted a year earlier 
- three months before the Gooding 
district hired him - of possessing 
marijuana and hallucinogenic mush- 
rooms Oregon. 

When he was arrested, he said he 
would have trouble disciplining a .stu- 
dent high on marijuana unless it was 
a'chronic problem. Gooding odminis- 
trotors and teachers have said be has 
changed his ways and is a good 
teacher. 

“The district’s support of Mr. Cun- 
ningham played a big part in the feel- 
ing that Mr. Cunningham should have 
another opportunity to continue 
leaching.” thc-commission wrote. 

The commission had originally ad- 
vised making Ills leoching status de- 
pendent on whether he serves out his 
probation, which expires in January. ' 
In June, board members asked for an- 
other opinion. 

The commission recommends re- 
voking the teaching eertifiente for 
Terry Haws, who served as Fox's 
campaign manager. ' 

Haws was accused in the early 
1980s of exchanging drugs ror..sex_ 
with 0 minor male in Alaska, and 
cvemunlly pleaded no contest to n 
misdemeanor charge of contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor and ' 
fined $350. Fox fired him on Jan. 27, 
before the news broke. 

And David Doan Bowen, former 
Wendell physics teacher, will likely 
lose his license for having sex with 
two former students. He was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison in Jan- 
uary and won’t be eligible for parole 
for seven years.

den or Nunez or anyone else is a suspect in 
the burglary, which involved a “great deal" 
of money. He also won’t say whether the 
money might have been missing before the 
burglary. 

' According to court filings, eight civil 
claims had been filed against Walden since 
1990. All of the claims were minor, in- 
cluding bounced checks and failure to 
make payments on groceries, medical bills 
anda lawnmouver, . 


“Just because there were some bills I 
couldn’t pay, it certainly doesn’t mean you 
are a thief,” Walden sold Monday. “And I 
can see where (stale investigators) want to 
check my money resources ... they’re go- 
ing to find I didn’t do anything.” 

The state attorney general’s office is 
keeping its lengthy investigation largely 
secret. 

Walden said he has suffered some finan- 
cial setbacks in recent years, including the 
lime he paid attorney foes for a son’s battle 
over visitation rights for Walden’s grand- 
daughter.- 

“Cops don’t get rich, but you get by.” 
said Walden, who said he and his wife 
earned $54,000 after taxes Iasi year. “Once 
in a while there ore some things you can’t 
get to right away, and you get a little bit 
behind.” 

Wolden said he has been “just fooling 
around” since he was placed on leave sev- 
en months ago. He is receiving $2,690 per 
month before taxes, according to city 
records. He planned to retire in 1998; he

The earthquake was centered 10 miles north of , 
Ridgecrest on the sprawling China Lake Naval 
Weapons Center, said Jim Mon, a seismologist at foe 
U.S. Ccologica! Survey office at foe California Insu- 
tute of Technology in Pasadena. 

■ He said the quake had a preliminary magnitude of 
5.5, but could go up a few tenths, A magnitude-5.4 
earthquake centered in foe same area hit on Aug. 1 7. 

Caltech seismologist Kate Hutton said Wednes- 
day’s quake struck IH miles cast of last month’s 


temblor. Like most Mojave Desert earthquakes, it 
was relatively shallow^ occurring only 3.3 miles be- 
neath the Earth’s surface, she said. 

She said the two quakes constituted a ‘double 
moin shoek" rather than one or the other being a 
fore- or aftershock. • . ' ‘ 

Wednesday’s quake was felt In Los Angeles, 
Riverside, Son Bernardino and Orange counties, and 
05 far away ns Las Vegas. Ridgecrest, population 
28,000, is about 100 miles north of Los Angeles.

Clinton official warns 
of veto on ESA reform 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Republican-backed plans to rewnte 
the Endangered Species Act — 
cfTcclivcIy repealing the wildlifc- 
protcction law — likely would 
dead-end at the White House, a top 
Clinton administration official said 
Wednesday. 

Assistant Interior Secretory 
George Frampton Jr. told the 
House Resources Committee he 
would recommend President 
Clinton veto the bill sponsored, by 
committee chairman Rep. Don 
Young. R-Alaska, and Rep. 
Richard Pombo, R-Calif. 

The measure “abandons this 
country’s support for the conserva- 
tion of endangered plants and ani- 
mals... while providing virtually no 
protection for wildlife,” Frampton 
said. 

“The Endangered Species Act 
embodies values important to all 
Americans and we do not believe 
that the American people' will sup- 
port the extreme measures taken in 


this bill that cfTcctivcly repeal the 
act.” he said. 

■ntc bill would ctnpliasizc volun- 
tary efforts to, protect fish and 
wildlife and eliminate the ban on 
destruction of threatened and 
endangered species’ habitat on pri- 
vate lands. 

The measure, strongly supported 
by Republicans from the West and 
the Soutli and by some Democrats 
from those regions, also would end 
the low’s 22-ycar-oId requirement 
that the government do everything 
in its power to savc all-spccics at 
risk of extinction. 

"It abandons the gool of species 
rccpvcry, which has been the 
touchstone of the Endangered 
Species Act since its creation," 
- Frampton said. 

The measure comes in part in 
response to a Supreme Court rul- 
ing earlier this year that dctcr- 
mirted the act’s protection of uou- 
bied species extends to surround- 
ing habitat.

Rain increaseTnay 
^ign of global warming

NEW YORK (AP) — The nation 
is getting more of.its rain in heow 
downpours now than early in the 
century, a possible sign of global . 
warming from greenhouse gases, a 
study says. 

Computer simulations of worm- ■ 
ing from those gases predict such 
downpours! researchers said. 

■ The trend shows up for precipita- 
tion throughout the year but is 
strongest in the summer and in an 
area bounded roughly by Montana, 
Maine, North Carolina and Texas, 
said researcher Thomas Karl. 

' Since 1911, for the nation as a 
whole, the fraction of touil summer- 
time rainfall that has corhc in heavy 
rain has risen by 2 percent to 3 per- 
cent,’ researehers found. That tnins- 
latcs to an average of about one 
additional heavy rainftll every two 
years in any given local area. 

I The study, published in 
'i’hursday’s'issue of the journal 
Nature, defined a heavy rainfall os 
more than 2 inches in a day. . 


In another analysis, scientists 
found that day-to-day and week-to- 
week temperature changes havc 
gotten smaller since 1911 in the 
United States, since 1935 in the for- 
mer Soviet Union and since 1952 in 
China. 

That is also consistent with com- 
puter simulations of global warm- 
ing from emissions of greenhouse 
gases, said Karl, a senior scientist at 
the National Oceanic .and 
Atmospheric Administration's 
National Climatic Data Center in 
Asheville. N.C. 

Eo overall, the findings give 
evidence that the simulations ore 
‘‘on the right track” and that 
global worming has begun, Karl 
said. 

Greenhouse gases promote global • 
warming by keeping energy from 
escaping easily into outer space. 
Muph of the concern has focused on 
carbon dioxide, which is given off 
by burning fossil fuels like coal and 
oil.

WASHINGTON — In an irony of liming, 
>' the Senate decided Tuesday to retain subsi- 
; dies that help huge corporations promote their 
products overseas, then voted to squeeze bil- 
lions from welfare programs foi^ the poor. 

Neither vote was close. 

“In port what we're seeing here is o reflec- 
tion of the fact that more than ever*, political 
power and campaign contributions speak,” 
-said Robert Greenstein of the libera] Center 
on Budget and Policy Priqridcs. 

To members of the Senate, the juxtaposition 
' was for more, complicated, a blend of political 
' considerations and home-state interests. 

“This is not corporate welfare. This pro- 
motes Jobs,” said Sen. Thod Cochran, the 
Mississippi Republican who led the fight to 
preserve the $110 million Market Protection

Program, which benefits comorations such as 
McDonald’s, Pillsbury and Ernest & Julio 
Gallo. 

“We’re trying to save American jobs,” he 
said. “We're trying to promote American eco- 
nomic interests, American agricultural inter- 
ests. Tliesc arc companies that are ioyolved in 
those businesses.” 

TTtc vote was 59-41 on that one, a-spicy 
issue, perhaps, but one of literally dozerts of 
votes thathiake up a year’s work. 

A few hours later, Cochran joined most of 
his colleagues in both panics in voting for the 
welfare measure that would save S65-S7Q bil- 
lion over seven years, end poor families* 60- 
year federal entitlement to benefits and give 
states authority to design their own programs. 

The bill requires os many as I million wel- 


fare recipients to go to work 2000, impos- 
es a five-year lifetime limit on each family's 
cash benefits, and ends the federal govern- 
ment’s. guarantee to provide a subsistence 
income to millions of fatherless families: 
Legal immigrants would no longer be 
al lowed to receive welfare. 

With polls showing overwhelming support 
for fun^mcntal change on welfare, the vote 
was a striking 87-12. 

For Repitblicans, the importance of the 
moment was dramatized when a smiling 
Speaker- Newt Gingrich ond his lieutenants . 
from the House traversed the Capitol to wit- 
ness the final vole. , 

To Democrats, public disenchwtment with 
“welfare as we know it” is so clear that 
President Clinton had all but endorsed the 
measure over the weekend. Democrats had 
wrung several concessions from Majority . 
Leader Bob Dole on ftmding for child care 


and other issues os their price for passage;, 

.In thq^.end, only I f of 46 Democrats voted 
a^insL Of them, just one — liberal first-tcr- 
roer Paul Wcllstonc of Minnesota — will be 
on the ballot next year. 

Traditional liberals such as Sens. Jay 
Rockefeller of WcsfVii^nin, Carl Levin of 
Michigan and Tom Harlun of Iowa will go to 
the voters in 1996 having voted for the mra- 
sure. 

The breadth of support sets welfare apart 
from other, elements of the GOP drive to cut 
government and balance the budget. . 

. Across the Capitol. Gingrich unveiled a 
plan to save $182 billion over seven years 
from Medicaid, the program that provides 
health can: for the poor. Republicans also are 
drafUng bills to cut the growth of Medicare 
by $270 billion over seven years, on effort 
they say is designed to save the program but 
Democrats say would lead to its destruction. 


Democrats arc likely pj resist both fiercely, 
at least. until Republicans make significant 
concessions.

‘ The initial fossil find was mode by a 
local auto mechanic who hunts 
dinosaur bones os a hobby. In honor of 
the discoverer, Ruben Carolini, the 
huge diiio.saur has been natned 
Giganotosaurus carolinii. 

Scientists have recovered about 70 
percent ofthe skeleton, including parts 
of the S-foot-long skull, most of the 
vertdnae, both thigh bones and curved, 
serrated teeth about 8 inches long. 

- Without a complete skeleton scientists 
can only estimate the ereatuie's size. 

The creature nm on its hind legs and 
probably had rather small orm^, Coria 
said in a telqihone interview, Just what it 
ale in its envtronnie^ which resembled 
the Afikon savanna, is a mys^, ho said.

T. rex lived In .North America, and 
there was no land bridge from South 
America that could have let 
Giganotosaurus or its descendants 
move north to berome ancestors of T. ' 
rex, Soeno said. 


SARAJEVO.'Bosnin-Herzcgovinn (AP) — The 
biggest Serb guns ringing Sorajevo are almost 
gone, forced back by NATO airsuikes. 

But the smaller ones — such os snipers’ rifles 
. — are still claiming victims., 

Hajrudin Jusufovic, shot down as he rushed 
home with water for his handicapped daughter. 
Was buried Wednesday. Government statistics list 
the-33-year-old technician os the 10,608th civil- 
ian victim of the 4 1 -month-long Sarajevo siege. 

. "If only he would be the last victim of this 
war,’’. said Alija Hodzic, director of Sarajevo's 
main morgue, where Jusufovic’s body lay since 
he was killed on Monday. *‘Wc con't continue 
like this any more." 

Western leaders and U.N. officials, rushing to 
capitalize on NATO airsCrikes and secure a 
nationwide peace deal, have been saying that the 
situation in Sarajevo, where Serb-held routes and 
the airport have opened, is improving, even 
approaching normalcy. 

Jusufovic’s. funeral, under gray, rainy skies; 
was a stork denial of that. 

About 100 relatives, friends and neighbors 
gathered at a small, secluded ccmeteiy, less than 
5p yards from the house where Jusufovic was 
bom on the easlem outskirts of Sarajevo. 

The funeral was conducted according-to 
Sarajevo war rules — quickly. Numbed by so 
much death, the mourners somberly said their. 
Muslim prayers with little visible emotion, to the 
sound of occasional machine-gun rattle and 
NATO jets roaring ovcriiead. 

’’Why did he have to die now when this hc.ll 
seems to be coming to an end?" asked Esad 
Sabljica, 63. n friend of the family.

Mourners' attend a funeral for Hajrudin 
Jusufovic, 33, who was killed by sniper 
ffro Wednesday In Sarajevo, 
stote-run radio, was hurrying home with five gal-' 
Ions of water to his 21-ycar-old wife, Mubera, 
and 9-month-old daughter, Dzenana. 

A sniper’s bullet, fired from nearby Serb posi- 
tions in a western city suburb, pierced his hip and 


a main artery when he was less than 100 yard^ 
from his doorstep. 

His wife heard the shot, recognized her hus- 
band's scream and ran out to the street to sec him 
lying in a pool of blood. He died in her arms 10 
minutes later on. the way to the hospital, recalled 
Nenad Jovanovic, n 49-year-old ethnic Serb, who* 
was Jusufovic's friend, colleague and neighbor. 

After two weeks of aerial bombardment by 
NATO, the rebel Serbs have agreed to pull their 
heavy weapons at least 12H miles from Sarajevo 
and open up the airport and roads into the city, 
which they control. 

That has changed life in Sarajevo. Streets arc .. 
again full of pedestrians, most of whom cannot 
afford gas for their cars. Markets abound with 
imported goods, such as bananas, and schools, 
restaurants and buses have resumed operation. 

But people still cross sniper-exposed streets in 
the shadow of U.N. armored personnel carriers, 
positioned at key sites along “Sniper Alley" to 
offer physical protection from gunmen. 

"Nothing has changed," Jovanovic said bitterly 
in an interview before his friend’s funerdf. 
"Snipers are still nil around us, killing innodent 
people when they like.” 

A U.N. spokesman, Lt. Col. Chris Vemon, said 
there was little the peacekeepers could do (o slop 
the sniping. But he insisted that removing the 
heavy ti'cbpons and improving access for U.N. 
aid convoys would go “90 percent of the way 
towards lifting the siege.’’ 

Sarajevans disagree. 

"This is all a charade." said Ibrahim Bejak, a 
59-ycar-old colleague of Jusufovic, "Wc are 
besieged ... and there is no sign of a real, normol 
life here.*’ 


Turkey’s 1st female 
prime mimster resigns 


Attempt to assassinate 
Russian official fails 


ANKARA. Turkey (AP) — Prime 
Minister Tansu Ciller resigned 
Wednesday after a party pulled out 
of her coalition government to 
protest austerity measures that have 
prompted one of the biggest labor 
walkouts in Turkey’s histoiy. 

■ Ciller, Turkey’s first woman prime 
minister, refused to call early elec- 
tions, and said she would try Instead 
to form a new government. She said 
she would'stay on until a new gov- 
eniment is in place. 

“What the county needs at the 
moment is not elections but a solu- 
tion. Solutions are endless in a 
democracy,*' said Ciller, leoder ofthe 
True Path party. 

Earlier Wednesday, Deniz Baykal 
withdrew his Republican Peoples 
Party from;, the government after a 
three-hour thceting with Ciller. ' ' 

Baykal, who was ‘elected porty 
leader last week, faced strong criti- 
cism from the party’s traditional 
— blue-collar workers'and civil ser- 
vants •— wbo opposed the austerity 
program that has kept wage increases 
well below inflation. ‘ . 

Baykal’s announcement came 
hours after more than 160,000 work- 


ers 'in' state-run ' 
industries went on 
strike at the start 
of one ' of the 
biggest walkouts 
ever in Turkey. 
The number of 
striking worker is 
to gradually 
increase - to 
350,000 by Oct. 2. 

. Ciller “The most 

oppropriate move 
will be to call for early elections," 
Baykal said. General elections are 
scheduled for the fall of 1996. 

Ciller, who was a professor of eco- 
nomics before becoming prime min- 
ister in June 1993, launched the ous- 
teriv program under the supervision 
of the. International Monetary Fund. 
She does not wont to call elections 
while Turks are Reeling the effects of 
the horah economic measures. 


GROZNY. Russia (AP) — ^ 
Boris Yeltsin’s envoy to 
Chechnya narrowly escaped a 
bomb attack Wednesday that set 
off fears of renewed fighting in 
the breakaway republic. 

Oleg Lobov, secretary of 
Yeltsin's powerful Security 
Council and the president’s per- 
sonal representative in Chechnya, 
was cn route to the capital, 
Grozny, when a bomb ripped 
through a bridge on the city out- 
skirts and .destroyed a car in his 
motorcade! , 

Lobov was not injured, but 
another Russian ofilcio! and three 
other members 'of the party were 
slightly wounded. Tlie other cars 
in the motorcade were not dam- 
aged. 

Yeltsin condemned the atuick'. 
His press service said the perpe- 


trators "obviously sought to 
aggravate the situation in 
Chechnya and torpedo the imple- 
mentation of the military accord 
and efforts to reach political 
accord in the republic." 

Prime Minister ’ Viktor 
Chernomyrdin declared that 
despite the “continuous provoca- 
tions". from the Chechen side, 
“the Russian government will not 
allow the resumption of hostili- 
ties." 

In a separate incident 
Wednesday, an explosion rocked 
the Grozny oil reniwry>jauching 
off a fire and sending a column of 
black smoke streaming into the 
air. It was unclear whether the 
blast was an accident. The fire 
was extinguished, in less than an 
hour, .the 'ITAR-Tqss news 
agency wid.

“To have someone of his stature 
get into this thing, and initiate a 
dialogue on race in America, 
maytw he could turn the tide on the 
cataclysm that exists now,’* said 
Howard University poTificdl scien- 
tist Ronald Walters.'“That’s a good 
enough racial reason to me.” 

The rticial dimensions of a 
Powell candidacy, while just being 
publicly aired, are fascinating. 

• “Powejl’s not black,” declared , 
Republican pollster Frank Luntz, 
speaking metaphorically, of course. - 
“Thot nevfer comes up as o charac- 
teristic.” '• 

Luntz has repeatedly asked about 
Powell in focus groups. Even while 
voters who signal racial hostility on 
^estions about affirmative action 
and immigration lose that animus 
when it comes to Powell. 
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“Colin Powell doesn’t fit any 
stereotype,” Luntz said, “and that is 
why Colin Powell’s race doesn’t 
come up.” 

Among black voters, this would 
be consid^ered a dcvasuiting assess- 
ment. Not black? Yet among 
whites, this is a tribute. It illustniles 
the striking gulf between the 
cxp'cctations that blacks and whites 
have of their politico! leaders. 

Ron Lester, who oflen polls for 
Democrats in black communities, 
said African Americans respect 
Powell but don’t yet know enough 
about him'to determine whether he 
will stand up for them. 

Conversely, Lester said, his 
focus groups. show that President 
Clinton's standing among blacks 
has improved tremendously ovec 
the post year. This is due. the poll- 
ster add^, to Clinton’s defense of 
affirmative action, school lunches^ 
child immunizations and other pro- 
grams that blacks view os under 
assault by Republicans. 

“So it’s not just that Powell’s 


going to come in and get black 
votes,” said'Lcstcr."V^ocver . 
thinks that is in for an awaken- 
ing.” 

Some national surveys seem to 
confirm Lester’s judgment. A 
March CNN/Time poll found that 
blacks favored Clinton over Powell 
57 to 29 percent A recent U.S. 
News and World Report survey 
found that one in four blacks had 
nevereven heard of Powell. 

' It is ha^ to believe that if Powell 
jumps into the race, he will pot 
benefit from a wave of emotion. 
But so far, there ore no “Run, 

Colin, Run!” chants emanating 
from the pews of black churches. 
The truth is that African-American 
.voters are more sophisticated than 
is commonly believed. 

“In this country, symbols don’t 
mean a hcllof a lot for us,” said 
CHfiTdrd Alexander, the first black 
secretary of the. Army, who during 
the Carter administration paved the 
way for Powell to become general. 
“What means a lot is opportunity.” 


Moreover, Alexander added, “It is 
important to know how he sees 
himself as a black man.” 

Reflecting on the opportunity to 
make hisioiy. Powell is intrigued 
but hesitant. No, he would not run 
simply to be “the Great Black 
Hope, providing a role model for 
African Americans or a symbol to 
whites of racism overcome,” he 
says in his new book. . 

But-he also declared in an inter- . 
view with Washington Post 
reporter Paul Taylor last week that 
the prospects of his compaign’s 
spurring racial healing “certainly 
would be an element in the consid- 
crotion." 

Combing through Powell’s 
speeches.'one can find prideful ref* 
crepccs to hls inner-city upbring- 
ing. tributes to the Buffalo Soldiers 
and other uniformed blacks on 
whoso backs he climbed and decla- 

■ radpns that America is for from a 

color-blind society. 

But Powell is B military tnon, not 
an activist, and hiS enthusiasm for 
the triumphs and travails of his 

own people is balanced by his 

experience circling In a mostly 
white orbit. 

• During the Post interview, he 
.approvingly noted that several sto- 
ries about him last week didn’t 
even mention he was black. “And ' 
so people will judge me in whatev- 
er I do in my future life, I think, 
first and foremost as an American. 
And that’s good.” 

Ironically, then, the most touted 
hope yet to break tlic presidential 
color barrier is someone whose 
accomplishments seem to be more 
widely recognized by whites than 
by blacks. 

Jesse Jackson, who is still con- 
sidering another bid for the presi- 
dency, points out that Powell is 
“pcrceivcdas non-threatening” by 
whites. 

“He’s not someone who’s shown 
any visible dissatisfaction with the 
system,” Jackson continued. "He 
expresses gratitude for.our strug- 
gles. He’s benefitted from them. 

But he was not in those struggles.” 

And for Powell, that may make 
any struggle for the White House a 
whole lot easier.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Exceptionally 
heavy rains in North Korea during July and 
August swept away entire villages and wiped,

The report was based on a field trip in early 
ScptcmbCT by an eight-member U.N. team. 

The North Korean government has estimat- 
ed that three episodes of heavy rainfall 
between July 7 and Aug. 20 — the worst in 
100 years — affected 5.2 million people, of 
whom about 500,000 hod lost their homes. *1110

The government also reported 60 to 70 
deaths, with more people missing and feared ' 
drowned. It estimates that damages exceeded

North Korea almost never permits outsiders 
to travel to the Interior of the country but made 
an exception due to the severity of the floods, 
which principally affected the northern port of 
the country. , . 

A four-person U.N. disaster assessment team 
was accompanied by one representative each 
from World 'Health Organization, the United 


Nations Children’s Fund, the World Food 
Program .and '.the Food and Agriculture 
pr^izadon,'ali UJ^. agencies. 

The report said the North Korean ^fovem*- 
ment appeared to have responded quickly to 
the emeigency. It sairL.the armed forces had 
been mobilized to tranisport victims to safe 
areas. 

“In the worst circumstances, where dams 
had burst or flash flooding hod occurred, entire 
houses and their contents have been washed 
away," the report said. “In some cases, whole 
villages have oecn swept away."

Wednesday morning, 5th District Judge 
Barry Wood ruled that the commissioners 
could shift funds for "goods and services" 

, into another part of the sheriffs budget to 
' make ends meet in the current budget year, 
said Gooding.Commissioner Win Mcnslec. 

Two weeks ago. Sheriff Jim Jax laid off 
six deputies and about 10 other employees 
because of overspending in his agency. 

Wood’s decision allows the county to 
cover what he riilcd were “unforeseeable 
expenses” of increased juvenile delin- 
quents and jail medical bills in the sheriffs 
budget. Henslcc said. Tlie county has more 
than $14,000 in leftover, unspent funds 
this year in the general cofTcrs, he said. 

Later Wednesday, commissioners 
agreed they had run out of money to pay 
some law enforcement employees - 
including Sheriff Jim Jax - for $2,484 
worth of recent work in his department. 
Eight to 10 employees may suffer any- 
where from $15 to S198 in lost wages. 
Meanwhile, commi.ssioncrs approved 
spending S6.688 on work done by other 
sherifTs employees, Henslcc .said.

issues. MembOT of the Tribal Council 
questioned him about police jurisdic- 
tion, salmon recovery programs and 
other issues, but it was evident gaming 
was the most pressing topic. 

Tribal Icadm said with high unem- 
ployment, the shutdown of the J.R. 
Simplot Gay Mine and the prospects 
tlut funding for the Bureau of Indian. 
Affairs will go down, job prospects 
ore bleak on the reservation. 

Tribal Chairman Delbert Farmer 
urged Batt to support the tribes in 
negotiations to expand the types of 
gambling available on the reservation. 

Batt said the voters oppose 
expanded gambling operations. He 


said he- would support the 
.Shoshonc-Bannock Tribes’ use of 
bingo, lottery and other legal games 
but not illegal gambling. 

Tribal gaming director Nathan 
Small said the state, has done a poor 
job of helping the tribes with econom- 
ic development. He agreed with Balt 
that basing on dronomy on gambling 
is not a good idea, but saw it os a good , 
place to start 

”We were proud people," Small 
said. “Now, the mine shut down.

Logging, fires couM form more mudslides 


COEUR d'ALENE (AP) — Forest experts soy 
there arc more areas in the Pacific Northwest 
where heavy rain could cause mudslides and 
extensive damage because of soil destroyed by 
forest fires and salvage logging. 

More than 400,000 tons of mud. trees and 
debris plugged the North Fork of the Boise River 
after a storm dumped 2 inches of rain in a couple 
of hours. 'Die forest area was bodly damaged a 
year eorlier In o fofest fire,-and expcrts soy thc 
ground couldn’t absorb moisture, creating a huge 
runoff. 

The mudslide moved the river channel, 
although the Boise National Forest is trying to 
restore iL Much more is expected to wash out, 
scientists say. 

Environmentalists blame the mess on too 
many roads and years of excessive timber har- 
vests. But the Boise National Forest last week 


issued a report. that a study by'experts produced" 
no indication that roads enus^ or contributed to 
the domage. 

An environmental group last week filed suit 
to stop the Boise River fire salvage sales, say- 
ing the land damage was caused by salvage 
logging. 

Forest officials have proposed salvage logging 
of 180 million board-feet on northern Idaho’s 
Panhandle and Colville national ibrestSr 

Scientists and environmentalists both say 
national forests in northern Idaho and eastern 
Washington could have the same problems as 
Mcuired on the Boise National Forest.

Jupiter is final frontier for U of I professor 


MOSCOW (AP) — It will take less than on 
hour for University of Idaho'Professor David 
Atkinson to find out if 15 years of work will 
succeed in unlocking the secrets of the planet 
Jupiter. 

On Dec. 7. a probe from (he spoceship Galileo 
is- scheduled to be released into Jupiter's atmos- 
phere after a six-year journey. Minutes later, - 
Atkinson will find out if the experiment that he 
designed will work, ft's one of eight experi- 
ments on the $250 million probe. 

Scientists say oil the eftbn is worth it. just .to 
collect more information from Jupiter, by far 
(he largest planet in (he solar system and hold- 
ing two-thirds of alt matter in the system out- 
side the sun. 
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It's likely to have elements in proportion to 
the original star nebula. 

"It’s like a time capsule," said Atkinson, 39. 
"Where the solar system was formed 4 or 5 bil- 
lion years ago, you have one planet that is 
essentially what the solar system was made 
of." 

The more scientists can learn about Jupiter, 
the more they might learn about the. formation 
of the solar system — and life itself. 

“It’s data wc’rc never going to get again," 
said Marcie Smith, probe project director. She 
visited the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration’s Ames Research Center to 


give a research colloquium Tuesday. 
"1 think it’s.involuable," she said. 


Atkinson designed one of eight experiments 
aboard the 750-pound probe. 

The passing Pioneer and Voyager space- 
crafts of the 1970s provided some information 
about Jupiter’s intense temperatures and pres- 
sures. 'Hiose factors will destroy the probe in 
less than an hour after it is released into the 
atmosphere from Galileo. 

The probe's experiments hope to collect data 
on the temperature of'Jupiier’s atmospbero, 
pressure and density^ gases at varjring altir 
tudes; the ratio of hydrogen to helium, and 
other factors. • .i- ' 

Galileo was launched in 1989. Twice it has 
circled Earth to gain a boost from its gravita- 
tional pull.

'park pool nearly three decades ago 
r was the basis for ONA finger-

the Swiss pharmaceutical giant 
that^owns the patent on^the 
process. 

' The possibility that microscopic 
organisms valuable to both sci- 
ence and industry reside in 
Yellowstone’s steamy thermal 
basins is.“one of the finest expres- 
sions of what national parks are 
all about,’’ Varlcy said.

made a penny from'microbes dis- 
covered and exploited so for. 

Critic^ may liken m.icrobe

off of the people who have been 
paying-their tax money to support 
thisparic," Varlcy said. 

The Park Service earlier this 
year altered the standard permits 
researchers must obtain before 
they con collect microbe samples 
in Yellowstone. 

The permits now specify that 
researchers who identify .a 
microbe with commercial value- 
and plan to exploit it first mqst 
work out a royalties agreement 
with the Pork Service. So far, no 
such agreement has been negotiat- 
ed, and the form it might take is 
unknown. ' 

Park research coordinator 
Robert Lindstrom proposed that 
companies negotiate contracts giv- 
-ingihcm-permission-to-uso-park— 
microbes, which would legally 
remain government property. 

. Academic research would not be 
aflbeted. 

The ammgetnent is modeled on 
(he worit of Costa Rica’s National 
Institute for Biodiversity, which 
has drawn up deals with drug and 
biotech companies to search out 
valuable compounds in -native 
plants and animals in exchange for 
a shore of profits. 

t^^ile some scientists and com- 
panies have volunteered to pay to 
collect hot-water microbes, the 
idea of a royalty system drew 
some complaints. Unlike tradi- 
tional miners, who disrupt the 
land and risk pollution, so-called 
“bioprospcctors” disturb nothing 
and take nothing irreplaceable — 
often just a few vials of water 
. f^rom hot springs. Any microbes 
removed are quickly replaced as 
their survivors multiply. 

“Whot we’re doing is like har- 
vesting a tulip or picking an apple 
off an apple tree — it will grow 
back," said Mike Slater of 
Promega Inc., a Wisconsin 
biotechnology company. ‘ 

Microbes are so ubiquitous, 
other scientists said, tourists can 
carry them away, on their shoes.' 
With the advent of genetic engi- 
neering, others said, it’s no longer 
necessary to collect microorgan- 
isms because they can. be 
redesigned in laboratories.

The independent analysis of nearly 
3.000 hours of pftgramming during 
the 1994-95 TV season also reported 
ihot the ABC, CBS, NBC and Fox 
networks frequently failed to worn 
viewers in advance about violent pn^ 
grams by broadcasting parental advi- . 
soiy labels.

08 violent as we had feared and not os 
wholesome os we might have hoped," 
Jeffrey Cole, director of the UCLA 
Center fbr Communieation Policy, 
wrote in the conclusion of the 181- 
page report, which wos commis- 
sioned' by the four networks. “There 
is room for subsiontial improve- 
ment." 

Overall, the study praised the nct- 
worics for reducing the levels of gra- 
tuitous violence from recent years. 
Among 121 prime-time TV series 


that, aired lost season, only 10 raised 
frequent concerns about violence, as 
did 23 of the 161 madc-for-television 
movies. 

Theatrical mqvies were the bjggest 
offender, the study found, with 42 
pment of them containing extensive 
depictions of murder and moyhem. 

"What wc arc doing is what any 
teacher does when he or she applies a 
grade, or what any judge does when 
he or she applies a ruling,’’ Cole said 
of his study, which used a panel of- 
student monitors to opply a set of cri- 
teria examining violence in its con- 
text to virtually cvety program that 
aired lost season on ABC, CBS, NBC 
and Fox.

OAKLAND. Calif. (AP) — While 
you drive by crooning along with 
your car radio or fly over munching 
stale peanuts. Nature Sounds 
Society members arc recording what 
you're missing in the great outdoors. 

Remember rain on leaves? How 
about waves washing over rocks at 
the beach? Or — ^ stop me if you've 
heard this one — hordes of tiny flics 
revving their wings in the heat of the 
rising sun? 

"It's the grand concert called life," 
said Nature Sounds Society-member 
Gordon Hampton, who circled the 
world recording that last sound — 
the daily dawn chorus of birds and 
bugs. 

“At dawn, when the sun creates 
this great dome of life ... you. can 
hear that great crescendo of insect 
wings ... warming their engines," 
-Hempton'-saidr— “How-can-you- 
describe what it is like to hear just 
countless minstrels like that over 
mil«? 

“That’s what this is all about," the 
Port Angeles. Wash., artist said. 
“Preserving those opportunities for 
people to hear something.” 

Founded in 1983 by curator Paul 
Matzner of the California Library of 
Natural Sounds at the Oakland 
Museum, the one-of-a-kind Nature 
Sounds Society brings together peo- 
ple interested in hearing what nature 
has to say for itself 

Nature recorders stick micro- 
phones down anthills, and aim para- 
bolic reflectors at mating elephant 
seals. The variety of sounds they’ve 
catalogued is endless; the Library of 
Natural Sounds at Cornell, the 
world's largest, has more then

1. Don’t blame anyone directly. 

If, for example, you picked up your 
dry clea nin g and discovered a hole in 
a pair of pants, resist the temptation to 
say, "You ironed it and obviously lefi 
the iron on too long and burned a hole 
in thb pants." Beebe said. Instead, sim- 
ply point out thot there’s now a hole in 
them. 

2. Don't get mod and stomp out. 

Beebe colls this the “quick, stormy 

exit” "nic stormy exit shows cvciyonc 
in the store how angry you ore, but the 
results ore lou^. “You feel good for 
five seconds and then, there you ore. 
out on the sidewalk without the sham- 
poo that you went to the store for." 
Bccbc said. 

3. Don’t issue on ultimatum. 

Ultimatums aren’t very successful. 

notes Bccbc, although they make you 
fed terrific when you’re oggrovated. 


A plan to making the most 
of your daily complaints

How do you iiandle a problem 
situation? 

Let’s study one of the examples- 
uncovered by Leslie Bccbc, o soci- 
olinguist who has studied com- 
plaining. 

In this example, a doctor’s office 
hod ordered onhotics — custom- 
modc orch supports — for a 
woman, but the supports were laic 
coming in. 

Every time lltc patient called the 
doctor’s office, the receptionist 
said. "They aren’t in yet. Wc’Il call 
you when they come in." 

What should the patient do? 

First, she should remind tile 
receptionist of the contract — even 
if it was only an oral promise. 

Resist the temptation to blame 
anyone in particular. "Saying ‘you 
ore late' is not os productive os ‘It 
was supposed to be three weeks and 
three weeks have possed,'” Bccbc 
said * 


If die receptionist persists in say- 
ing she’ll call when the supports 
come in. the patient should restate 
her problem. "I can't walk without 
them," 

Repetition frequently works well, 
especially when the comploincr 
remains calm. If the receptionist^, 
continues to throw out excwws, the' 
patient could continue to simply 
say, "I cannot walk witliout them." 

If thc.pn,tient gets nowhere with 
the receptionist, she should try to 
talk to the office manager or the 
doctor. 

But if she cun'i get past the 
receptionist, press on. 

If the receptionist still doesn’t 
offer to make some inquiries — 
which is what she should do — 
then the caller could say. "Is there 
anyone you can call?" 

Finally, when she feels the recep- 
tionist will not help, she can use her 
last remark: "1 feel that a doctor's 
office ought to provide ihing.<i when 
theysay they will."

Grouse season back to normal

TWIN FALLS - As expccTcd. hunters 
didn't bring home os many birds on the 
.opening weekend of sage grouse season, 
this year as they did last year - but hunters 
in quest of quail and Hungarian partridge 
did oeiter than expected. 

The number of sage grouse killed on the 
opening weekend in the Magic Valley re- 
gion was 518 -.a far cry from last year’s 
total of 1,213 birds, according to the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game. 

Opening weekend totals ore significant 
because more tboJi half of all sage ^ouse 
shot during hunting season are taken on 
the opening-yveekend; the season ends Oct 
15. 

This year's lower' totals shouldn't be in- 
teipreled as a decline in local bird hunting, 
said Corl Nellis, Fish and Game's regional 
supervisor in Jerome. Instead. 1995‘s low- 
. er figures more truly reflect what an excep- ' 
tional year 1994 was. 

‘■’Last year wos the best production year 
--we've hadin-terms of young birds per - 
adult birds," Nellis said. It’s hard to im- 
prove on a year* tike that, he said, "but 
we’re fairly comparable to where we were 
in 1993.” 

“That's about what we were expecting," 
he added. 

A big reason for the decline is the simple 
. fuct tharfewer hunters were inthc'field'fur ' 
this year's opener; last yeor, the armed 
force was at least 1,647, but the ranks 
thinned to 1,327 this year. Hunters proba- 
bly stayed owoy because bird numbers 
were down, and hiding cover was lush. 

The slim pickings were borne out by the' 
number of hours the average hunter had to 
work for each bird - 1] this year, com-' 








E ared with 6.2 lost yeor. The birds-per- 
unter-day figure dropped accordingly - 
from .7 last year to .37 this year. . 

Last spring’a unseasonably wet and cool 
"weather killed many young birds, while al- 
lowing forage and hiding cover to flourish. 
The upshot wos fewer birds hiding in 
thicker cover, with food closer at hand 
than last year. • 

Most hunters knew what to expect this 
year and, despite the dearth of dead birds, 
"we didn't have a lot of upset people com- 
ing through the ohoek stations,^' Nellis 
said. 

On a brighter note, "we cheeked a few 
more Hungarian partridges than we 
thought we vould,” he said. 

Fish and Game surveys aren't os rigor- 
ous for Huns as they are for other upland 
birds, ond Nellis attributed the betior-thon- 
ex'pecied shotvlhc to surveys thot underes- 
timated the actual numbers. 



Quoil hunters also did well, particularly with six to eight birds opiece, Nellis said, 
around the Kogormon, Bliss and Gooding Of Fish and Game's 10 regional check 
areas.

Dam saw the most hunters on opening 
weekend; some 340 hunters stopped by, 
more then double the number recorded at 
any other cheek station. Tho station also 
saw more sago grouse - 11 1 - thon any 
other check station. 

From a hunter’s perspective, the most 
succcssflil game check station was the one - 
at Cot Creek Summit, north of Pairflold. 
Only 70 hunters passed through, but the 
birds-per-humer day figuro was .77 - high- 
er thon any other check station. 

The Cat Crook Summit station also 
logged an enviable hours-pe^bi^d figure of 
4.8. By contrast, hunters wHo passed 
through tho check station just north of 
Bliss, on the Hill City road, toiled an aver- 
'ago of38.6 hours for eoch bird, 


No time to sit around 
when salmon are running

HONOR, Mich. — These are the. times 
thattry.men's soles. 

-Not the soiils Tom Paine wrote about 
' when discussing such matters as the rights 
of man and the power of kings. These ore 
the bottom-of-the-feet soles, which come, 
to mind when your woders pull your socks 
down over your heels and ball them under 
your instep.

The Pere 
Marquette around Baldwin, the Betsie 
above Beuloh ond the St. Marys River 
ropids at Soult Ste. Marie are excellent ex- 
amples of pieces where' the salihon are 
cosy to locate. The problem with such 
places is Aat there sometimes seem to bo 
os many fishers os fish. 

But don’t hesitate to try less-pressured 
waters. The lower reaches of the Au Sable, 

. Thunder Bay and Au Gies rivers on Lake 
Huron also draw fish, and I’ve found my- 
self virtually, alone on streams in these ar- 
eas while most onglSls trolled offshore. 

Ybur tackle doesn’t have to be sophisti- 
cated. Saltwotcr fly and spinning reels are 
nice, because their drags will withstand the 
powerful runs of these fish and help in- 
crease (he number landed. But any boss or 
big trout reel will do the trick if the angler 
uses some sense and technic^ue. 

A good salmon fly rod is on 8-weight 
around nine feet long; it will have the 
backbone to turn o chmging salmon head- 
ed for a snag. A 6-weighl fly rod is unlike- 
ly to bre^ unless the angler does some- 
tning dumb or careless, but it isn't a good 
tool to cast the heavily weighted flin used 
for this kind of fishing.

Today’s East was guided by 
two common bridge axioms, 
“Third hand high" and “Cover an 
honor with an' honor.” These 
guidelines may be useful for 
novice players but they are no 
substitute for lo^cal analysis. 

With no attractive lead, West 
chose his fourth-best spade. South 
put up dummy's queen and East . 
quickly covered with his king. 
South won his ace, cashed two 
high trumps and played three 
rounds of dubs, ruSing to estab- 
lish the suit South'tben gave East 
his trump trick and East could do 
no better than return a diamond, 
preventing South from getting an 
overtrick. 

What about East’s play at trick 
one? It had nothing to gain and 
much to.lo8e..U.wa8.1nflttitely. 
more likety West had led from the 
spade 10 than from the ace, so it 
could cost nothing for East to play 
low. After Blast’s thoughtful dudq 
South’s chances disappear. South 
plays two high trumps and three 
rounds of clubs as before, but 
what can he do now? He has no 
entry to reach dunupy's dubs and 
he cannot avoid the loss of four 
tricks. 

_There’a-another-maxim-tojre- — 

member about covering honors. It 
Is, “When dummy has two touch- 
ing honors, don’t cover the first 
one. Wait to cover the second." 
This one applies more often than 
the other.
